The annual meetings of the Lord’s 
Day Alliance, which were held at Van¬ 
couver ou Friday, were well attended by 
both local and provincial members of tho 
society.

beyond praise. One fact, however, -- 

which should be borne in mind, la that 
this is not the first time the Transvaal 
has been annexed, and the lessons to be 
learned from what liappeued on the pre¬ 
vious occasion should be taken to heart. 

As to the furture of South Africa, every¬ 
thing depends on the spirit in which the 
British address themselves to its settle¬ 
ment. The largest geuerosity, not mere¬ 
ly of money but of % disposition, the 
strongest sympathy, *an instant desire 
to go beyond the prudence of nicely cal¬ 
culated safeguards, nrc necessary if the 
problems are to be solxcd iu the most 
desirable way. The vital connection of 
South Africa with the empire must be 
kept—as is that of Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia—by minimizing dependence and 
enlarging the scope of local freedom. Mr. 

Courtney does not anticipate many Brit¬ 
ish workingmen will Ik* tempted to go 
to South Africa. “The workingman does 
not willingly go to a country where a 
colored and dependent race do the work, 
unless he is called to a position to super¬ 
vise and direct them. There is thus next 
to no scope for agricultural laborers iu 
South Africa, ond even mine workers go 
there ns captains and leaders, not as 
mere laborers. The progress of Natal 
is a most striking illustration of the on- 
attractiveness of South Africa, since it 
differs from the inner table-lauds in na¬ 
turally admitting a more varied agri¬ 
culture' and, being mainly a British 
colouy, presents none of the difficulties 
which coufront a British emigrant on 
entering amoug the Dutch-si>eaking peo¬ 
ple with Dutch nabits and Dutch cus¬ 
toms. Yet Natal drabs few immigrants 
from the United Kingdom, the total 
white population numbering only about 
65,000, being less than the immigrants 
from British India who hare come ss 
traders ns well as farm laborers, and 
again less than a twelfth part of the 
Zulu population, which has increased un¬ 
der our rule to an extent provoking gome 
anxiety respecting the future. It way 
be remembered in passing that the Natal 
whites themselves are jealous of the In¬ 
dian immigrants. They have takeu ef¬ 
fective Rteps to prevent any further 
great addition to their numbera. All this 
goes to show that, except so far as im¬ 
migrants are drawn to the mining cen¬ 
tres of the Rand, we must not expect 
any movement changing the character 
of the white population of South Africa.”

parts of Europe. As soon as the tele¬ 
gram has been prepared, a “pilot mes¬ 
sage” is sent forward to dear the way, 
no one being allowed to use the wires 
in the meantime. The receiving clerk 
then makes a careful copy of the mes¬ 
sage ami transmits it back again for 
verification, so as to avoid mistakes, 
after which the wires are again open to 
the public. Only confidential clerks are 
allowed to receive an Important mes¬ 
sage, for there nrc plenty of lndividnala 
willing to pay heavily for a copy, trust¬ 
ing to their ingenuity aa to whether 
they will be able to decipher it. 

But, despite these precaution, royal 
messages sometimes leak out, and a few 
years ago a journalist managed to se¬ 
cure the blotting-pad on which the pa¬ 
per had reposed while/the clerk wrote 
out th© cipher with a hard pencil. An 
impression remained on the blotting (Hi¬ 
per which, when translated, was the 
means of an important secret being pre¬ 
maturely divulged to ca« world. Na¬ 
turally, the King is often requested to 
telegraph his views on a certain subject 
to a newspaper, but only on one occa¬ 
sion has be done so. This occurred in 
M**>, daring th© Venezuelan crisis, when, 
as iMnce of Wales, he sent a long tele¬ 
gram from Sandringham to Mr. Pulitzer, 
of the New York World, beseeching the 
American people for a peaceful termin¬ 
ation to the difficulty. , 

The Emperor William aaes the tele¬ 
graph even more frequently than King 
Edward, nearly all Ills correspondence 
bding transmitted by electricity. The 
result is an annual bi|l of over £3.600 
for telegrams, and all the codes used 
between uimself and hla relatives he 
makes a point of ezercishig Jais owb In¬ 
genuity in compiling. But the most 
oostly royal telegrams are the Czar’s. 
It is essential in Russia that none of his 
affairs shall be made known, so all mes¬ 
sages, official or private, are telegraph¬ 
ed. and in the case of the former no 
singly code is used twice.—London Tit-
